SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Joker Presents Volume 28, also known as Die Superfotze, is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains 19 scenes compiled from German sexually explicit 
features. Some of these scenes show females, who are presented as young persons, 
engaging in sex. The females have young physical appearances, which are 
exacerbated by hairstyles, dress and demeanour more commonly associated with 
younger teenagers than adults. The scenes are intended to sexually arouse the 
viewer and have the effect of presenting young persons as sexually desirable and 
available. As a result, the video recording tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons and is therefore deemed to be objectionable under 
s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The Classification Office has considered whether if the material causing the video 
recording to tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes were excised, the remaining material would receive a classification other 
than objectionable. Flowever, the remaining sexual material contains numerous highly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning depictions that make the availability of the 
video recording likely to be injurious to the public good, and thus the video recording 
would still be classified as objectionable. The possibility of making excisions to the 
remaining material has been considered and rejected as impractical, due to the 
pervasive extent of the highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements. 
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A classification of objectionable places a limit on the right to the freedom of expression 
as set out in si4 of tine New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in relation to 
this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by 
law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
